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A Showdown On Federalism 


If a legislative drive to take civil rights crim­ 
inal cases out of state courts materializes 
in 
Congress next year, as proposed by a confer­ 
ence of civil rights leaders, this country will 
face one of its grimmest moments of truth 
There will be a showdown not only with ir­ 
reconcilable Southern states’ rightists but with 
defenders of states’ rights from a1! other sec­ 
tions of the Republic. 
The rancor that grew out of the legislative ap­ 
portionment issue will be multiplied bv 
what 
states’ rightists will call another invasion by 
federalism. 
Bitterness will be deepened by the realization 
that it would be an invasion even more pene­ 
trating than apportionment of state legislatures 
or assumption of federal jurisdiction over elec­ 
tion procedures. 
But it must be kept in mind if the showdown 
happens that federal invasions of dates' rights 
were more than whims of a power-mad federal 
government. There has been provocation. 
This would be the culmination of an issue 
opened in the Constitutional Convention and 
never closed 
If will be another passage in the struggle be­ 
tween federalism and nationalism in the evolu­ 
tion of government in the United Slates 
The hard fact is that the rights guaranteed to 


all citizens by the Constitution of the United 
States have not been honored under the pro­ 
cedures of many states. 
Citizens have not had equal protection of the 
laws. Local administrative officials and 
state 
courts have obeyed their prejudices and pas­ 
sions in flagrant violation of constitutional pro­ 
tection. 
In the most recent affront to the guarantees 
of the Constitution, a defendant in an Alabama 
court was acquitted of manslaughter in connec­ 
tion with the .slaying of an out-of-state 
civil 
rights worker. There was no question about 
what the defendant did But before a local jury 
in a trial presided over by a local judge, there 
was no question about the outcome of his trial. 
He was to be acquitted one way or another, as 
defendants in criminal cases of this kind are ac­ 
customed to expect in states like Alabama 
This is the problem—whether states’ rightists 
who mock the guarantees of the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion have used up the patience of Americans 
who believe no more leeway should be allowed 
States’ rights have been abused 
It was not the intent of federalism to let lo­ 
calities. regions, even whole state' ignore the 
guarantees on which American freedom de­ 
pends. 
Confidence In Hubert Humphrey 


A re-run of the arrangement that gave the 
American people an assistant chief executive 
when Richard M Nixon took over from ailing 
President Eisenhower has been set up between 
President .Johnson and Vice President Hum­ 
phrey. 
The same arrangement 
subsequently 
was 
made between President John F. Kennedy and 
Mr. Johnson when he was vice president, though 
it never had to be used. 
If the President cannot perform his duties, he 
will inform Vice President Humphrey if able lf 
unable to do this, the vice president will take 
over the powers and duties of the presidency 
after whatever consultation seems appropriate 
to him. 
The vice president then will continue as chief 
executive until President Johnson can resume 
all the duties and functions of the office 
lf the 38 state ratifications required for a con­ 
stitutional amendment are obtained, a proposed 
amendment covering the same eventuality will 
he in effect later in this decade 


F’or the present, it is deeply reassuring that 
Vice President Humphrey, like Mr. 
Johnson 
when he was vice president and like Mr Nixon 
during the Eisenhower administration, is com­ 
pletely knowledgeable 
This is a sharp departure from the prevailing 
notion about vice presidents as recently as Har­ 
ry Truman’s time, when he admittedly had 
been kept at arm s length bv Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. 
There were reports that President Kennedy 
did not always take Mr. Johnson into his confi­ 
dence. but when the time came for a transition 
of power Mr Johnson was able *o preside in the 
White House with no interruption of control. 
No one expects that Hubert Humphrey will be 
put to a critical test President Johnson's opera­ 
tion is not comparable with the .serious seizures 
suffered by Dwight Eisenhower 
But it is a source of solid comfort to realize 
that in any eventuality the United States has a 
backup executive who knows where the pencils 
are kept and the location of the pencil sharpener.

SOME GOVERNMENT inves'igators traced 
$4.700 in new hundred dollar bills handed a 
travel agent bv a Progressive Labor Move­ 
ment activist named Yvonne Bond 
The .se­ 
rial numbers on the bills started with K 3735411. 
The probers learned that the mon*v legitimate­ 
ly started at the Central Bank of Mexico Then 
to the Federal Reserve Bank in San Antonio 
Later the bills were issued to the First Nation­ 
al Bank in the same city 
Finally on April 20. 1964 the bills were includ­ 
ed in a shipment of a million dollars made 
to the Banco de Mexico in Mexico City There 
the

Later when Miss Bond and a companion 
arranged for passage of "students" from Chi­ 
cago to Philadelphia to Paris, her companion

Nor do any of their colleagues have financial 
difficulties.

Today he is out on $10,000 
bail. No professional bondsman was needed. 
A sympathizer put up the money. 


RECENTLY the Progressive Labor 
party 


named Epton as its candidate for the New 
York State Senate in the current election Thou­ 
sands of signatures were needed on nominat­ 
ing petitions. 
As any precinct captain knows, gathering 
signatures is an expensive operation in money 
and manpower Epton had no difficulty 
The 


party came in with 8.000 names — an estimable

Where does all this money come from

the party’s deficit spending would leave it in 
the red financially a well as politically if it 
had to raise the budget intramural. 


'.Market Mammies* 


Ghana's "market mammies" arc as shrewd 
as old-fashioned horse traders, as plucky as 
Horatio Alger heroes and as strong - willed as 
Amazons. 
These hard-bargaimng women vigorously run 
two-thirds of the market stalls and shops in 
Ghana Swathed in gaudy cotton wraps, wear­ 


ing huge cartwheel straw hats and often carry­ 


ing bright-eyed babies slung on their backs, 
they work from dawn to dark 
The market mammies set up shop at teem­ 
ing city markets or cross-roads trading centers, 
the National Geographic Society says. Some dis­ 
play their wares on counters under thatched 
shelters; others spread their stock in the open 
on raffia or banana leaves The women create 
a tremendous din as they tinkle bells and loudly 
proclaim the merits of their merchandise 
Market mammies work on the principle of 
small profits and quick turnover They sell ev­ 
erything bolts of eye-catching cloth, lions' teeth, 
used fedoras, new shirts wrapped in cellophane, 
porcelain pots, hand-woven baskets, cigarettes, 
matches, razor blades, soft drinks, fish, chick­ 
ens. and all kinds of fruits and vegetables 
The market women 
with their many co n ­ 
tacts. are an important political influence in

Reds Hold Fate Of Peace Appeal 


The mission of Pope Paul VI to the United 


Nations was a plea not just to the free peoples 
of the world to establish peace, but was directed 


as well to those Communist regime? which hav* 
threatened the peace of man­ 
kind and continue to threaten 
it. 
Whether 
the 
plea will be 
persuasive 
depends on the^ 
peoples of the Soviet Union 
and Red China, as well as on 
many of the smaller nations 
which 
have 
aligned them­ 
selves with Communist 
im-i 
perialism 
The Pope did not 
ask only 
the United States David Lawrence 
and its allies to throw their arms away, but 


also asked the Communist nations to do th e 
same thing, lest the latter perpetuate the need 
for armament by other countries as an instru­ 


ment of defense 
In passages of transcendent significance, the 
Pope drew a distinction between offensive and 


defensive armament, as he said: 
"If you 
wish 
to be 
brothers, let the arm' 
fall from 
your 
hands 
One cannot love while 


holding offensive arms. Those armaments—es­ 
pecially those terrible arms which modern sci­ 
ence has given you 
long before they produce 
victims and ruins, nourish bad feelings, create 


nightmares, distrust and 
sombre resolutions; 


they demand enormous expenditures; they ob­ 
struct projects of union and useful collabora­ 
tion. they falsify the psychology of peoples. As 
long as man remains that weak, changeable and 
even wicked being that he often shows himself 
to be. defensive arms will, unfortunately, be 
necessary.” 


THE POPE has recognized what the peace- 
loving peoples of the West have known for years 
— that disarmament cannot be unilateral and 
that, as long as the Cammunist regimes insist 
on their own way in the world, refusing 
to 
honor agreements and rejecting all proposals 
for mutual 
inspection of military facilities, 
there will always be armament for defense 
The Pope gave a hint of a possible wav of 
bringing a change in the world 
He spoke of 
"the brotherly collaboration of peoples.’’ and 
this, of course, means a more powerful force 
than governments themselves 
The Pope also 
called for "personal transformation” and "in­ 
terior renewal," and added 
"Todav. a* never before, in our era sh 
marked by human progress, there is need for 
an anpeal to the moral conscience of man For 
the danger comes, not from progress, nor from 
science — indeed, if properlv u*ili/.ed. these 
could rather resolve many of * he grave prob­ 
lems that assail mankind No. the real danger 
comes from man himself, wielding ever more 
powerful arms, which can be employed equally 
well for destruction or for the loftiest conquest* 
"In a word, then the edifice of modern civil­ 
ization must be built upon spiritual principle' ” 


THE POPE'S VISIT to America long will he 
remembered He is one of the great popes in 
history Rut it must be recalled that what Pone 


Paol VI has just said over television and to the 
press parallels the appeal that Pone Pius XII 
made in vain in April 1939 
just four months 
before World War II broke out. The statement 
of Pone P us XU was in part as follows 


"How mav peace be had if. unfortunately. 
even among nations there froouenilv is lacking 
the mutual understanding that alone mav en- 
rourare and impel peonies along luminous wavs 
or civil progress 
while pacts solemnly sanc­ 


tioned and the plighted word have lost that 
securitv and value wh'ch are the indispensable 
have*. nf reciprocal confidence and without 
which arden'lv desired disarmament, both ma­ 
terial and moral becomes wi'h each passing 
riav le*s possible of realization'’’’

Special AP Correspondent 
What happened in Indonesia 
had the look of a premature 
Communist coup The attempt 
to take over the sprawling, pop-j 
ulous nation may have been 
triggered too soon, hut the Com­ 
munists may yet he able to do 
the job. 

Indonesia faces a pe­ 
riod of wild confusion At worst.! 
one of several things could hap- j 
pen A Communist takeover, a 
civil war or even dismember­ 
ment of the potentially rich na­ 
tion of 3.000 islands. 
The Communists had seemed 
confident at one time of taking 
over by peaceful means if they 
could get by one big obstacle ! 
The resistance of some amu 
officers To some observers it 
had seemed not a question of 
whether the Communists would 
take over, but when 
President Sukarno's mcrea>- 
ingly close alliance with the Red 
Chinese may have been peril­ 
ously close to a oomt of no re­ 
turn. High Red Cheese officials 
seemed to be interfering openly 
in Indonesia's internal affairs.! 
even proposing that Sukarno 
arm the peasants as “ volun­ 
teers to crush Malaysia ’’ 
Perhaps rumors about Sukar­ 
no’s health triggered an at­ 
tempted Red coup. The Comrnu-1 
msts might have expected army 
resistance to their aspirations if 
the aging, ailing Sukarno passed 
suddenly from the picture. 
There is no constitutional pro­ 
vision for a .successor. Sukarno 
made himself leader and presi­ 
dent for life. His deputy. Suban- 
drio, probably would be accep­ 
table to the Communists as an 
interim chief of government, 
but there is no assurance Su- 
bandrio could take over. 
Sukarno allowed the Indone­ 
sian Communist party — the 
PKI — to become enormously 
powerful, the only organized, 
disciplined party permitted to, 
operate legally. It has four 
members in Sukarno's cabinet 
and one in his inner cabinet, the 
real power. 
Sukarno’s favors to the PKI 
alarmed the army. Communist 
Chief D N Aidit. 43, seemed 
almost the head of a shadow 
government His second in com­ 
mand, Njoto. a power in the la­ 
bor unions, is an inner cabinet 
member.
